within approximately five min- 
utes. 

“We looked into this (service) 
at the end of last summer,” Ellis 
said. “There were flaws with the 
system at that time.” 

Now, he said officials believe 
the kinks have been worked out 
of the system, Therefore, it was 
decided to be the appropriate 
time to retain the service. 

While the tragic events that 
occurred March Ist in nearby 
Enterprise actually had no bear- 
ing on the school systems pur- 
chase of the calling system, Ellis 
said it certainly will be benefi- 
cial in regards to possible future 
weather-related events, 

Ellis said the system also will 
prove effective for other, com- 
munication needs as well. 

“This will be a great way to 
have instantaneous contact with 


parents,” he said. “It will be a 
good way to inform parents of 
happenings and events.” 

Ellis said the system could be 
used to announce such things as 
the date report cards will go out 
or as a reminder to upcoming 

. Also, he said it could be 
ss to let parents | know. if a bus 
breaks down during a trip or 
announce a more accurate time 
when a group will return home 
from a trip. He said the possibil- 
ities for using the system are 
endless, ° 

Currently, Ellis said the 
school system has: call lists pre- 
pared for all students, all system 
employees and individual class- 
es. In the future, he said there 
will be more specific lists for 
use such as band, football, just 
senior class members, etc. 

A “test” of the new emer- 
gency calling system has been 
scheduled for Thursday, April 
26, for both the elementary and 
high schools. Ellis said parents 
should expect to receive a “test” 
telephone call between the 
hours of 5-7 p.m. with a mes- 
sage from ~ Superintendent 
Danny Weeks indicating the test 
of the new emergency commu- 
nications calling system. 

For any parents that do not 
receive a call on the 26th, Ellis 
asks that they call their child's 
school office and provide updat- 
ed phone contact information. 
He said ‘the school system is 
eager to test the system and 
make sure it is working as good

Dublin Post Office after the Easter Rising Source unknown 


It was shortly after noon on Easter Monday, April 24, 1916 when 
Dublin poet, lawyer, and educator Patrick Pearse read the 
Proclamation of the Irish Republic from the steps of Dublin's 
General Post Office. Earlier that morning, Pearse and 1,000 mem 
bers of Ireland's army, known as the Irish Volunteers, had 
launched the Easter Rising. Their objective was to overthrow 
British-rule in Ireland. Catching the 400 British soldiers stationed 
in Dublin by surprise, they quickly seized control of the major 
routes leading into the city and occupied many of its strategic 
buildings, Now, Pearse hoped to rally a nation to their cause. 


Pearse and six other members of the Irish Republican 
Brotherhood (IRB), a secret society, had been planning the rebel 
lion since 1914, The seven made up the IRB Military Council, and 
hoped their plans would trigger a nationwide revolt. Using 
money raised from American sympathizers; they had purchased 
25,000 rifles from Germany for distribution across the country 
Originally, the Rising was to start on Easter Sunday, but British 
warships intercepted the tramp steamer delivering their rifles on 
Good Friday.

Recognizing there could be no nationwide revolt without arms, 
the organizers decided to proceed anyway. Restricted to Dublin, 
the Easter Rising lasted less than a week. Although another 600 
more men joined the original: 1,000 Irish Volunteers, nearly 
20,000 British troops descended upon Dublin by Friday April 28. 
Before the weekend ended, all of the rebels had surrendered. 


Were it not for what British authorities did after defeating the 
febels, the Easter Rising may well have become little more than 
a footnote in Irish history. Troops swept across the countryside. 
They arrested 3,500 people, and sent 1,800 of them to prison 
camps in England. In less than two weeks, British authorities 
executed fifteen rebel leaders, The public was horrified, and hos- 
tility towards Britain became widespread, Within weeks, people 
saw the executed men as martyrs, and the Easter Rising had 
become the nation’s rallying cry, 


Just as the Boston Tea Party was one of the catalysts that sparked 
the American Revolution, the Easter Rising was the catalyst that 
spread the fires of independence across Ireland. Sinn Fein, a 
small political party formed in 1905, overwhelmed their oppo 
nents in the 1918 British Parliamentary elections after promising 
to establish an Irish republic. The Irish Volunteers changed their 
name to the Irish Republican Army, and started a guerilla war 
against the British in January 1919, By 1921, Britain offered set- 
Uement negotiations that resulted in the creation of the Irish 
Free State.

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Coffee County Commissioners approve qualifications 
list to begin advertising for new county administrator

Coffee County 
Commissioners found them- 
selves involved in a very 
lengthy meeting Monday morn- 
ing, April 23, as they decided to 
develop qualifications for hiring 
a new county administrator. 

Prior to discussing job qualifi- 
cations for an administrator, 
Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
made a presentation regarding 
the cost of “buying out” the cur- 
rent contract of Wilson Mobley. 
During a previous meeting, 
commissioners : voted to place 
Mobley on administrative leave. 

“After reading through the 
motion for placing the adminis- 
trator (Mobley) on_ leave, -I 
thought I would do some 
research of how much we're 
going to pay to buy his con- 
tract,’ Brooks said. 

For the current fiscal year, 
Brooks said there are 12 remain- 
ing payrolls before Oct. 1, 2007. 
From Oct. 1, 2007 through April 
10/2008 (the end of Mobley’s 
contract), Brooks said there will 
be 15 payrolls. Together, he said 
the two time frames equal 
$88,540.80 in salary to be paid. 

' Additionally, Brooks said the 
county will be $6,773.38 for 
FICA, $900 for retirement (+/-) 
and $3,720 for insurance. 
Bringing the total cost of his 
administrative leave to 
$99,934.18, according to 
Brooks’ report. 

Also, at the end of Mobley’s 
contract, Commissioner Brooks 
said he will be paid for all of his 
accumulated annual leave and 
half of his accumulated sick 
leave.. He said’this equates to 
$41,712.90 for annual leave and 
$7,538.40 for sick leave for a 
total. of, $49,251.30. With an 
additional cost of $3,767.73 for 
FICA payments, Brooks said the 
cost of his leave time will eqy4 
$53,019.03.
